started to limit or abolish slavery in Africa 
and Asia. 
Slavery is being restored and the real 
peril is that not only are the Russians en­ 
slaving their own people, but, for limited 
periods, prisoners of war. Article I of the 
Corrective Labor Code of Soviet Russia 
states: 
“The task of the penal 
policy of the 
proletariat during the period of transition 
from capitalism to Communism is to pro­ 
tect the dictatorship of the proletariat and 
the Socialist construction it is undertaking 
against encroachments by class-hostile ele­ 
ments and infractions not only be declasse 
elements but also by unstable elements 
among the workers.’’ 
Article I of the Penal Code states: 
“The aim of the penal legislation of the 
R.S.F.S.R. 
(Russian Socialist Federated 
Soviet Republic) shall be to protect the So­ 
cialist State of the workers and peasants 
and the established legal order therein 
against acts which constitute a danger to 
society. . .” 
These offenses are political, intellectual 
and spiritual. As the Russian state is or­ 
ganized on an ideological basis, opposition 
can be in the realm of ideas. Andrei Vi- 
shinskv, the prosecutor of the purge trials 
and the permanent representative of h i s 
country at the United Nations, put it this 
way: 
“Soviet Socialist law aims at overcoming 
the opposition of class enemies and their 
agents to the cause of Socialism, at ensur­ 
ing the completion of Socialist construction 
and the gradual transition to Commu­ 
nism.” 
Persons guilty of such crimes are sent to 
labor colonies, where they are deprived of 
their liberties and set to work as slaves. 
For class enemies, punishment is exile 
with corrective labor. 
In a word, slavery is employed as a polit­ 
ical weapon for the suppression of dissent 
and difference. It could be used against 
Bolsheviks with whom Stalin differed or 
Malenkov now differs. Actually Article VI 
of the Penal Code so states.

How Injury Occurs 
T he injury occurs w hen the 
person is in a norm al sitting posi­ 
tion. The collision from behind 
th ru sts the body into a forward 
bent position; the body Is then 
suddenly sent backwards in the 
strained position like a whiplash, 
following the original force of the 
thru st. The sudden movements 
h u rt th e supporting ligaments 
around the vertebrae an d spine 
In the neck. 
After such an Injury, th e per­ 
son usually complains of pain in 
th e lower portion of the neck, with 
difficulty on moving the neck. 
T he muscles are extremely tender 
and rigid. Any type of neck move­ 
m ent usually m akes the symp­ 
tom s worse. The pain may be so 
severe as to force the person to 
support his head w ith his hands. 
In m any cases, there may be 
accompanying nerve injury, and 


relieve muscle spasm. Sometimes 
it is necessary to wear a collar or 
neck support for many m onths 
for relief of the pain. 
The symptoms from this type 
of injury are so severe and the 
rate of recovery is so slow th a t 
every precaution should be taken 
to avoid these whiplash injuries. 
This can best be done by keeping 
the brakes of the car in good con­ 
dition, stopping at a safe distance 
from th e car ahead, and being 
alert to traffic conditions. If these 
safety m easures were followed, 
much misery would be avoided.

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Sheriff Urges Pedestrian Safety During Winter Months 


Radcliff Says 
Rural Areas 
Dangerous 


Tips Are Listed 
For Safe W a lkin g 
After Nightfall 


It isn’t very often you find an 
enforcement officer who is worried 
when the traffic accident record is 
good—but Pickaway County Sheriff 
Charles Radcliff is a little disturb­ 
ed about Ohio's pedestrian accident 
situation. 
All year the records of the Ohio 
State Safety Council have shown 
pedestrian fatalities were fewer 
than in 1952. However, the m ar­ 
gin of improvement has become 
smaller in recent months. T h e 
Sheriff fears the 4 per cent m ar­ 
gin will not be enough to carry 
through these next two months— 
the worst period of the year for 
pedestrian accidents. 
Another unsettling factor is that 
other types of traffic deaths are 
more numerous than they were in 
1952. Normally, about ode-fourth of 
the fatalities were pedestrians. Our 
ratio at present is 20 per cent 
pedestrian—unless 1953 is an ab­ 
normally good year 
pedestrian 
deaths will jump sharply in t h e 
next eight weeks. 
Four out of every IO pedestrian 
deaths are in villages or rural 
areas of Ohio. Here are the htings 
pedestrians were doing when they 
met their accident: 35 per cent 
were crossing the highway be­ 
tween intersections; ll per cent 
were walking in the roadway with 
traffic, that is on the right hand 
side of the road approaching ve­ 
hicles coming up behind them; 
nine per cent were crossing the 
highway in front or back of parked 
cars—they were hidden from the 
view of approaching drivers, until 
too late; 
eight per cent were 
crossing at an intersection; seven 
per cent were not in the roadway 
at all; five per cent were walking 
in the road—facing approaching 
traffic; four per cent were playing 
in the roadway; and two per cent 
were getting on or off a vehicle.

said 
two 
things were significant — f i r s t , 
crossing at an intersection is four 
times safer than crossing else­ 
where; second, that walking so you 
face traffic is twice as safe as walk­ 
ing with the traffic. 
Ordinarily one doesn’t think that 
stepping from the concealment of a 
parked car—or getting in or out of 
such a car—can be a problem out­ 
side the city, but one-tenth of rural 
pedestrian deaths come from these 
acts. 
Part of the reason may be the 
way parked cars are passed in the 
country. Few drivers bother to 
touch their horns to warn possible 
pedestrians near these cars. A n d 
speed is sustained—few drivers an­ 
ticipate a pedestrian near the park­ 
ed car. And few look for other cars 
before stepping into the roadway. 
A fourth of pedestrian deaths 
involve persons walking in or 
along the road. Even when you 
are on the shoulder of the road, 
walk so you can see what’s com­ 
ing on the side of the road near­ 
est to you. 
That is about the only way that 
you can see if the driver fails to 
see you. . .and you can jump into 
the clear before he clips you. 
This is doubly important in the 


Winter season, for one-third of the 
whole year’s pedestrian d e a t h s 
came in the first hours of darkness 
between October and March. 
• 
• 
• 
WALKERS ALONG rural roads 
should carry a light when it is dark. 
Motorists can see the light several 
hundred feet sooner than they can 
see a pedestrian who is wearing 
dark colored garments. 
The light w ill help you to escape 
other accidents, too. P u d d l e s , 
chuck holes, small rocks are hard 
to see in the dark. You can avoid 
a stumble, a nasty fall if you see 
such obstructions in your path. 
Remember, too, Fall and Winter 
atmosphere can be pretty thick at 
times. You may see approaching 
headlamps for quite a ways, yet 
smoke or mist or rain or snow 
even 
a 
steamy 
windshield 
can 
hide you from the driver until the 
car is practically on top of y o u . 
When you see headlamps, signal 
with your light, but don’t shine it 
in the driver's eves.. 
Motorists need to be more alert 
for 
pedestrians. 
A 
cluster of 
homes, a cross road shopping 
area, a Grange hall or a school 
should give warning that 
folks 
may be a foot near the road. Re­ 
duce your speed for the few sec­ 
onds it takes to pass such loca­ 
tions. 
And keep a lookout for people 
walking along the road. Give a 
peep of the horn to let them know 
you see them. Avoid passing a 
pedestrian and an approaching car 
at the same moment, then you can 
give those on foot enough clearance 
that they can not be struck even if 
they should tumble into the road­ 
way. 
The Sheriff proposed two slo­ 
gans: “ Look Twice Before Y o u 
Step Once:” and “ Slow' Down After 
Sun Down.” 
If everyone heeds 
these, pedestrian deaths will be 
fewer in the next couple of months.

Expert Advises 
Watering Shrubs 


Thirsty shrubs and trees, especi­ 
ally evergreens, may die this Win­ 
ter. Ray Keene, horticulturist at 
Ohio State University said today. 
Summer drought reduced mois­ 
ture in the ground, and even dor­ 
mant shrubs and trees need water 
to keep them alive, he said. 
Keene 
advises 
soaking 
the 
ground around shrubs two 
or 
three times before the ground 
freezes. Soil should be moist to a 
depth of 18 inches for shrubs to 
stay healthy. 
Overwatering will drown shrubs, 


so Keene suggests drilling near 
shrubs to see how much moisture 
is in the soil. 
Mulching with manure, sawdust, 
peat, ground corn cobs, or other 
materials will hold moisture in the 
soil and reduce Winter damage. 
Manure mulch also furnishes plant 
food.
